Then over tbe 
snd of the tube from which the 
aeat rays are focused a heavy 
cloth is thrown in such a manner 
as to clearly outline the tube's end.

rays without difficulty.

rail as the substance surrounding 
he object it is desired to reproduce".

As tbe jumping-off place for 


tbe North American continent, San 
Francisco may be considered head

Agent Reynolds made the follow-

B"ar<}, I made a visit of Inspection to 
the reservoirs iu Nuuauu Valley, and 
l>eg to »ubmit tbe following report: 


No. 1 reservoir, near tue Electric 


Lighi Station, Is guarded from drain- 
age from tbe road for about three ban 
tired yards mautca b; a high bank 
running parallel with the road, but 
receives considerable drainage from 
tbe road above that point. 


No. 2 reeervoir is crossed by the 


road and receive** all the draiuage for 
a loug distance ma oka, 


No. 3 also receives drainage from 


the road, and, durlug rainy weather, 
tbe whole of them tafet-s the drainage 
from the aide bills which are covered 
with rank veg- tation, and on which a 
number of cattle are grazing. 


The three reservoirs are nothing 


more than huge mud- boles, ttiid, al 
though they have been flushed of 
their water, tbe mud still remains, 


The loss of water from seepage aud 


evaporation in dry weather must be 
enormous.
